It sald that Hussein's recognition 
of the PLO's claim to the West 
Bank and its “right to set up an 
independent state” there was no 
more than “a tactical retreat.” 

The Israeli authorities last night 
were studying. the implications of 
Hussein's decree, which may necessi- 
tate parallel moves by the military 
administration. in the West Bank 
where Jordanian law has been lar- 
gely In force since 1967. One official 
last night told The Jerusalem Post, 
“But we will have to walt to see 
what clauses the Jordanians will be 
amending.” 

Meanwhile, the security forces 
have launched a large-scale crack- 
down in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip against subversive poli- 
tical circles which have been rec- 
ruiting active support for the PLO 
with the aim of haying it “811 in 
the vacuum” left by Jordan. An un- 
disclosed number of West Bank re- 
sidents were reported to have been 
taken into custody for interroga- 
tion, it was learned yesterday.

POLITICAL OBSERVERS in Jeru- 
salem believe that Egypt's President 
Sadat is still willing to negotiate a 
second-stage settlement with Israel 
in Sinai — despite the bellicose at- 
titude expressed by many other 
Arab leaders at the Rabat summit 
— and despite his own recent hard- 
Une statements, τ 

These observers have formed 
their impression on the basis of the 
Egyptian President's Ocbtoer .24 
address — In which he pledged to 
continue “forward movement” in 
Sinai regardiess of what the sum- 
mit would decide — and on sub- 
sequent, post-summit signs from 
Cairo indicating that he ‘has not 
changed this intent. 

The pace of progress towards a 
second-stage negotiation could well 
be slowed, however, as a result of 


the Rabat resolutions and the anti-" 


negotiation atmosphere which per- 
vaded the summit, the political ob- 
servers added. President Sadat 
might well try now to hinge his 
agreement to negotiate upon PLO- 
linked conditions which Israel could 
not accept, 


The observers anticipated, there- 
fore, that Secretary of State Kis- 
singer might -devote is  curmnt 
round of talks in the nm to an 
assessment, with each the par- 
ties, of the Rabat summit, delaying 
hia intended discussion of the “mo- 
dalities” of negotiations to a sub- 
sequent round of discussions. 

‘Dr. Kissinger had originally 
hoped thet during this trip he 
would be able to conclude with 
Israel and Egypt the “modalities” 
of the second-stage negotiations — 
time, place and evel oF represent- 
ation — and that the actual talks 
could thus begin fairly soon. 

Much, of course, will depend on 
what Dr. Kissinger hears from 
President Sadat. If the Egyptian 
leader proves eager to press ahead 
with second-stage negotiations — 
in defiance of the extremists at 
Rabat — the Secretary might still 
be able to maintain his original 
-schedule and ask each side for 
suggestions on the time and place 
of tthe talks. 

The Prime Minister's speech in 
the Knesset yesterday was intended 
primarily to signal to President 
Sadat that, despite the bleak pall 
cast. over Prospects by the 
Kabat summit, Israel still hopes to 
negotiate a second-stage settlement 
in Sinai. The Preimer in effect in- 
vited the Egyptian leader to defy 
the Arab extremists and launch 
Egypt upon such a negotiation. 

The Premier reiterated Isract's 
insistence ‘that a second-stage set- 
tlement must be “poHtical” in 
nature, and he ontlined the political 
and economic — as well as military 
— components which Israel would 
demand that it contain. Some ob- 
servers noted, nevertheless, that 
Mr. Rabin seemed to dispense with 
israel's earlier insistence upon pre- 
cise juridical nomenclature for a 
Possible pact. 

‘Whereas only last week Israel’s 
ambassador to Washington had had 
‘to deny that Israel would be con- 
tent with “de facto non-belliger- 
ency,” yesterday Mr. Rabin himself 
-declared that “if we reach agree- 
Ment on the contents, we shall have 


no difficuity in finding the appro- 
priate juridical definitions.”

There may be Rabat decisions 
which have not yet come to light, 
‘he admitted. Those which had been 
made public proved beyond doubt 
that the Rabat summit followed 
directly from the 1967 Khartoum 
summit with its “Nos.” But Israel 
had the power to frustrate the 
Policy of Rabat and of Khartoum 
alike, the Premier said. 

Although the Arab terrorists had 
few successes In the field, their 
Successes at the ΤΙΝ Assembly and 
in Rabet had led them to believe 
that their aims, as outlined in their 
Palestine convention, were within 
their grasp. 

The Rabat decisions would inte- 
fere with progress towards - peace, 
Premier Rabin said. Israel would 
not negotiate with terrorist organi- 
zations whose declared aim was to 
destroy it. There was “no basis" 
for talking to those who denied 
Israel's sovereign existence. In any 
case, to do so would help legitimize 
their policies and encourage their 
acts.

He said Israel had positive pro- 
posals about progressing towards 
peace, and was ready for territorial 
compromise, while taking conscious 
risks.

It must be long enough to re- 
lease the area from tension, and 
from the danger of hostilities re- 
suming. It could not depend on a 
meeting of the UN Security Coun- 
ell every six months, he said in a 
reference to the imminent Council 
meetings for the purpose of re- 
newing the mandates of the Uni- 
ted Nations emergency forces. 

An interim arrangement with 
Egypt cannot be a second edition 
of the separation of forces agree- 
ments.

Lebanese shell terrorists after 
Israelis blast house in village

THE LERANESE army shell- 
ed border areas on the Lebanese 
side last night following the 
Israeli raid on the village of Maj- 
dal Zoun, nine kms. inside their 
territory. cS 

In the raid Israeli soldiers ar- 
rested the village headman and his 
son who were brought to Israel by 
helicopter for questioning. They are 
known to have collaborated with ter- 
rorists. The IDF blew up one build- 
ing on the edge of the village which 
has been used by terrorists. 

East of Majdai Zoun the area is 
not inhabited, and there are many 
caves and forests which are known 
to be used by several terrorist 
organizations. 

The Lebanese Army shelled the 
area of Marwahin village, and also 
some parts of the south Lebanese 
highway. Shells exploded near a 
UN observation post in the Mar- 
wahin junction. 

The sound of light arms was 
heard in many Israeli border settle-" 


ments, and the Lebanese also fired 
flares. . 

Yesterday, Lebanvse farmers 
working near the border said that 
the Lebanese shelled those places 
because many villagers demanded 
preventive action from the Lebanese 
army. 

Last night, Israeli artillery fired 
on terrorist targets mainly in the 
eastern sector of the border. 

It was the second time in four 
days that Israeli soldiers have cross- 
ed the border and blown up houses 
believed to have harboured terror- 
ists. An Israeli unit last week 
destroyed two houses at Elida, 
farther to the east, ‘because they 
were believed to have sheltered 
terrorists. 

The Israel army spokesman sald 
the Israeli unit encountered no re- 
sistance, suffered no casualties, and 
Bred no shots during the raid. 

From Beirut, AP quoting eyewit- 
nesses as saying that about 150 
helicopter-borne Israeli troops landed 
Tuesday at Majdal Zoun, a village 
surrounded by tobacco fields and 
olives groves. 


‘The wituesges said the helicopters | 


flew over the town shortly before 
sunrise, and later the force walked 
into the town from several direc- 
tions. The Israells headed straight 
to mukhtar Aref Suleiman's home, 
arrested him along with two of his 
sons and ordered the rest of the 
family to leave the house.

than this (between -7 and -12 
degreea C.). He said Tnuva had

Hussein says Jordan to 
rewrite constitution 


Jerusalem Pogt Correspondent 
WASHINGTON, — Jordan intends 


. to rewrite its constitution soon and 


to reorganize its Cabinet aud Par- 
Mament to remove representatives 
of the Palestinians Hving in the 
West Bank, King Hussein told ‘The 
New York Times” in an interview 
PubHshed yesterday. 

“The situation has altered very 
basically,” Hussein said. “A new 
reality exists and Jordan must ad- 
just to it. The West Bank is no 
longer Jordan, and we have no piace 
in the negotiations over its future.” 

He said that those Palestinians 
living im the East Bank will be 
given the opportunity to choose be- 
tween Jordanian or “Palestinian” 
citizenship. The King expressed the 
hope that bts government will deve- 
lop “the closest cooperation” with 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion, but he made it clear that 
Jordan would not permit the ter- 
rorists to resume operations against 
Israel from Jordanian territory, as 
was common before September 1970 
when a bloody civil war erupted in 
Jordan between the King and the 
terrorists. 

“Times” correspondent Terrence 
Smith, who interviewed the King in 
Amman, said that Hussein made it 
clear by his subdued manner that 
he felt the Arab heads of state 
had made a grave error in designa- 
tng the PLO to attempt to nego- 
tiate an Israeli withdrawal from 
the West Bank. 

The King said that the prospects 
for peace “are not very promising 
for the area, all involved in it and 
maybe the whole world,” unless the 
momentum toward 2 settlement was 
Somehow maintained. Jordan's frst 
priority therefore is to strenzthen 
its army and air force “to an ac- 
ceptable level to fulfil our basic re- 
quirement of self-defence,” he said. 

Hussein sai@ that Israel has missed 
inpumerable chances to negotiate 
with him before the Rabat decision. 
“I think Israel was terribly siow 
over the very many years that have 
passed in terms of moving toward 


peace,” he said. There was an op- 
portunity, he said, but he did not 
elaborate. 

Be said that the plang to redraft 
the constitution and to reshuffle the 
Government and Parliament are es- 
sentially steps to ‘Jordanize” the 
country. Half of the Cabinet mem- 
bers have until now been Palestin- 
ians, snd half of Parliament are 
West Bank residents who commute 
to Amman across the Jordan River 
bridges. 

Jordan would continue to pay 
$18m. 8 year in salaries and pen- 
sions for the former Jordanian ci- 
vil servants working In the Weat 
Bank, the monarch added. “This is 
our obligation to the people of Pa- 
lestine, and we will fulfil it until 
they form an entity or government 
capable of taking over reaponsibi- 
lity.” he said. The King added that 
be could not predict when this 
might happen. 

The King rejected the idea that 
Jordan and a future Palestinian 
state might confederate into a loose 
union, He said this possibility was 
“totally inconceivable.” 

He also said that nothing that 
occurred at Rabat should prohibit 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
from attempting to mediate a sec- 
ond stage Israeli-EgypHan agree- 
ment. He asserted that no specific 
Kissinger proposals were discussed 
at Rabat. 

“I think the Arab side 
changed its attitude enormously, We 
are all more positive now. But there 
has to be a change in the Israeli 
mentality. They have to give up 
living as a fortress in a sea of 
hostility and try the other option 
— peace,” he said. 

The King said that the $3200m. 
annual subsidy Jordan would receive 
from the Arab oil-producing states 
will be earmarked for arms pur- 
chases. ξ 


Throughout the interview, Smith 
commented, the King stressed what 
a “watershed” the Rabat summit 
conference had been for Jordan and 
its future.

Khalaf, according to Hoagland, 
has been identified by western in- 
telligence services as head of the 
Black September terrorist organiza- 
tion.

PARIS. — Israel hag been ex- 
cluded from the European Re- 
gional Group of the UN Educa- 
tional, Scientific and Cultural Or- 
ganization (Unesco) in the first 
of two moves initiated by Arab 
and Communist countries aimed 
at eroding Isracl’s membership 
of the organization.

‘The second move calls for the 
end of alt cultural and educational 
cooperation with Israel in reta- 
lation for the archaeological ex- 
cavations being carried out in 
Jerusalem,’ which the proposers 
claim is damaging the city's spi- 
ritual and cultural heritage. 
Debate on this motion will start 
today in the general conference.

Secrecy shrouds PLO plans

LISBON (Reuter). — At least 36 
people were still in hospital yes- 
terday after a three-hour riot here 
on Monday night during which 
pellce opened fire to disperse left- 
wing demonstrators trying to break 
up a centre-right rally. 

Bullet-marks scarred the walls 
of buildings in the square where 
several hundred left-wingers tried 
to storm the Sao Luiz Theatre in 
which the Centre Democrat Party 
(CDS) was holding its first big 
meeting. 

Police said they fired over the 
heads of the demonstrators, some 
of whom shot back. Iron bars, 
@lubs and bicycle chains Uttered the 
atreets after the fighting, A burnt- 
out ambulance lay overturned on a 
street next to a police car with 
its windows shattered. Plate-glass 
windowa of a bank, a bookshop and 
8. cafe were smashed. 

Hospital sources said 18 of the 
36 «people still in hospital this 
morning were police. Several people 


were being treated for bullet 
wounds, but about half the injured 
were belng kept only for observa- 
tion, the sourcés added. 

Among those hurt was Jose Luis 
Saldanha Sanches, editor of an ex- 
treme left-wing newspaper who was 
released only a month ago after 
three months under arrest. The 
newspaper, “Luta Popular," is the 
mouthpiece of the Proletariat 
Party (MRPP) which had con- 
demned the CDOS meeting as a 
counter-revolutionary provocation. 

Troops of the special security 
command yesterday guarded the 
offices of the CDS, which were 
badly damaged by the ᾿ demon-

Papadopoulos and 49 others 
charged with high treason 


ATHENS (AP). — The Athens Chief 
Prosecutor yesterday officially 
charged former dictator George Pa- 
padopoulos and 49 other ex-officers 
with high treason and insurrection 
for thelr seizure of power in the 
April 1967 coup. 

Several of the accused face the 
death sentence on the insurrection 
charge, 

Chief Prosecutor Menelaos Kout- 
sakos also ordered an investigation 
into the charges, to begin today. 
The investigating magistrate will 
begin summoning witnesses and the 
accused, many of whom are then 
expected to be imprisoned pending 
trial. Among the witnesses will be 
former officers and politicians, in- 
eluding Panayotis Canellopoulos, 
Premier at the time of the coup. 

Koutsakos' formal charges came 
four days after a rare plenary meet- 
ing of 88 judges voted almost un- 
animously for the motion. 

The 50 men, backbone of the dic- 
tatorship which ruled Greece for 
over seven years, are accused of re- 
belling against the armed forces

Le Due Tho forfeits 
Nobel Prize money 


OSLO (Reuter). — The joint win- 
ner of the 1973 Nobel Peace Prize, 
North Vietnamese polithuro member 
Le Duc Tho, has forfeited his share 
of the 510,000 Swedish crown 
(IL500,000) prize-money, the Nobel 
Institute said yesterday. 

Tim Greve, the institute's direc- 
tor, said Le Duc Tho, who shared 
the prize with U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger, had failed 
to meet the deadline for formally 
accepting or declining the award. 

At the time of the award, the 
North Vietnamese politician said he 
found it impossible to accept the 
prize until there was genuine peace 
in Vietnam. He was named for the 
prize, together with Dr. Kissinger, 
in recognition of their joint efforts 
in bringing about a Vietnam peace 
Settlement.

WHILE INTERNATIONAL 
spotlights have been placed on 
the energy crisis and inflation, 
the elementary problem of a 
world food shortage has received 


less attention. 


The World Food Conference, 
which opened in Rome this week, 
is an attempt — the first of its 
kind — to find ways of ad- 
dressing this problem in a co- 
ordinated and international man- 
ner. 

The fact is that after many 
years of food surpluses, espe 
cially in North America, we now 
live in a world of searcity. Poor 
weather and a series of poor 
harvests are only part of the 
problem. Population growth and 
rising standards of living have 
led to a great increase in de- 
mand, not only in industrial 
countries, but also in developing 
lands. 

However, this has been ac- 
companied by a preat rise in the 
price of foodstutts, linked to the 
leap in oil prices. The prices of 
fertilizers and pesticides, fuel for 
agricultural machinery, the ma- 
chinery itself and shipping rates 
have all risen sharply. 

Those hardest hit are the de- 
veloping countries, who are de- 
pendent on the import of food 
commodities. Paying so much 
more for oil and other essential 
imports they have less left over 
to pay for food imports. And in 
countries like India, Bangladesh, 
and some parts of Africa where 
the food supply has always been 


insufficient, the combination of 
world shortage and world infla- 
tion has led to problems of ¢a- 
tastronhic proportion. 

The Rome conference is de- 
signed to get the nations of the 
world started on a collective 
food policy. It is a first attempt | 
to get more resources shifted 
into food production, both in 
developed and underdeveloped 
countries, and for devising ma- |]. 
chinery for moving surnluses 
quickly and efficiently to the 
areas of need. 

The conference will also dis- 
cuss ways of obtaining more 
funds for research into ways of 
developing more efficient me- 
thods of food growth, and land 
reclamation projects that would 
increase the total area of cul- 
tivatable land. ἃ 

In the past the international 
community tended always to look 
to the West and especially the 
United States as the natural 
repository for such new ideas 
and for material help, either in 
the form of food surpluses or 
direct financial aid. 

However, the explosion of oii 
prices has totally altered the 
picture. It has created a new 
eroup of wealthy oil-producer 
nations, who, in some cases, 
have more money than they can 
absorb, and since the high price 
of oil is one of the principal 
elements creating the food cri- 
sis, these states should now be 
asked to assume their interna- 
tional responsibility and help the 
have-not nations. 
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Lower standard of living 


DAVAR (Histadrut) remarks on 
the economic crisis: “The public's 
nervous reaction in ‘robbing the 
stores is natural, in view of the 
long wait for the government's de- 
cision. The result is that Instead 
of a check on the decline in foreign 
currency reserves there is a con- 
tinued wasteful spending of dol- 
lars. As for the drastic measures 
which the government may be ex- 
pected to introduce, these should 
be coordinated with the Histadrut, 
since they involve a lowering of 
the standard of living, considerable 
price rises and the necessity for 
labour mobility. The public itself 
ig well aware of the need for an 
early shift from a wasteful and 
showy mode of living to an emer- 
gency regime and ἃ lower standard 
of living. But the general expecta- 
tion ia that such a reduced standard 
should affect mainly the higher in- 
come sectors.” 

HA’ARETZ (independent) warns 
the Histadrut that if it insists that 
there be a 30 per cent Cost-of- 
Living increase next January as a 
result of the price rises, this will 
result in the loss of numerous jobs,

as enterprises unable to find mar- 
kets for their costly products will 
be forced to close down. Moreover, 
the paper contends, if the new bur- 
den is imposed only on a thin stra- 
tum of people in the high income 
brackets, it is doomed to failure.

AL HAMISHMAR (Mapam), on the 
other hand, insists that any price 
increase will have to be offset by 
a Cost-of-Living allowance.

HE MIDDLE EAST seemed plung- 
ed-into a paradoxical situation yes- 
terday as U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger flew into Cairo on 
the frat Jap of his three-day 
swing through the area, scheduled 
to include Syria and Israel and: pro- 
bably Jordan as well. : 

The Secretary's main aim behind 
hig current visit, his eighth here 
siace last year’s October war, is 
to evaluate the prospects of contin- 
uing his year-long mediation between 
the Arabs and Israel in the wake of 
developments stemming from last 
week's Rabat summit. 

The two main decisions taken 
at Rabat -- Egypt's commitment 
to a joint Arab stand involving 
the Syrian and the Jordanian fronts, 
and the acknowledgement of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) to represent the Palestinians 
instead of Jordan — upset the apple- 
cart of Kissinzer’s diplomatic stra- 
tegy for a Middle East poHtical 
settlement. His aim was to pro- 
Mote step-by-step arrangements be- 
tween Israel and its xelghhours 
while bypassing the thorny Pales- 
tinian issue at the immediate stage. 

The fact that the Arab summit 
Tesolutions not only conflicted with 
Kissinger’s strategy ‘but were idep- 
tical with the Kremlin's Middle 
East policy Ime has brought the 
U.S. Secretary of State inta an 
open diplomatic confrontation with 
the Russians in this region. 

Qn his current visit, Kissinger 
thus seems to be faced with chal- 
lenges on three main fronts. Any 
ohne of these cast a shadow on the 


Secretary’s Middle Hast diplomacy’ 


which has developed into a philo- 
sophy all its own. 

The first of these fronts is rep- 
resented by the Secretary’s dealings 
with Sadat. The attitude of Egypt's

They signpost every obstacle in the 
nation's difficult path Uke Bunyan 
ia his “Pllgrim’s Progress,” ‘«ata- 
loguing the Slough of Despond, the 
Hill of Difficulty, the Valley of 
Humiliation, the Valley of the 
Shadow of Death, Vanity Fair, 
Doubting Castle, and so forth, 
without even promising the final joy 
in the golden streets of the Celestial 
City 15 we heed their advice.

In other words, if Kissinger wants 
to limit the PLO Influence, he will 
have to try and bring about an 
early resumption of his stage-by- 
stage settlements between Israel 
and its neighbouring states, while 
taking “Palestinian interests” into 
account. This would be in con- 
trast to the prompt resumption of | 
the Geneva Middle Bast conference 
88 advocated by Russia, with the 
PLO as an Independent party 
representing “the Palestinian legiti- 
mate national rights.”
